SUIT WITHDRAWN 


Her Litigation Now Is $30,000 
Action Against Cabanne and 
Three Other Men. 


SHE IS CROS$-EXAMINED 
Tells Leahy She, Like True 
Mother, Told Children to 
Stand Up for Rights. 


Mrs. Clara Manger: Tuesday after- 


noon withdrew one $30,000 count in her 
suit against J. Goode Cabanne and his 


former wife, Lillian Cabarine; Mr. and 
Mrs. Munroe Price, Mr. ‘and Mrs. Eu- 
gene C. Dreyer and Jules F. Bingle. 

She also withdrew the suits against 
the three women defendants and the 
litigation then stood as a $30,000 suit 
against the four men. The withdrawal 
was announced after the testimony for 
the plaintiff had been submitted. The 
count stricken out by Mrs. Manger was 
the one charging false arrest. As the 
case is amended the jury now will be 
called upon to decide only whether 
Mrs. Manger was maliciously prose- 
cuted, 

She Is Cross-Examined. 

Mrs. Manger again took the stand iu 
the afternoon and was cross-examinod 
by John 8S. Leahy of counsel for the de- 
fendants. 

“Tell us just how you felt when you 
were arrested,”’ said Leahy. 

“If you would put yourself in a wom- 
an’s place you might answer that ques- 
tion,’’ said Mrs. Manger. 

“J would be glad to put myself ina 
woman’s place if they are going to be- 
come suffragettes,” said Leahy. 

“Well, I’m not a suffragette,’’ 
Mrs. Manger. 

Leahy then apologized and asked tha: 
his remark about suffragettes be stricl:- 
en from the record. 

“Did you tell your children to stand 
up for their rights?’’ asked Leahy. 

“Like any true mother, I did,’’ said 
Mrs. Manger. 

“You spoke in your direct testimony 
of having waking dreams,”’ said Leahy. 
“Do you want this jury to. believe that 
you are seeing things now?’’ 

“T am osily too willing to abide by 
any decision which this jury may; 
make,” replied Mrs. Manger. 

J. Goode Cabanne, after obtaining a 
warrant for the arrest of Mrs. 
Manger, asked when the arrest would 
be made saying that he “wanted to be 
there and see her brought in,’’’ accord- 
ing to testimony given by Justice of the 
Peace W. D. Moore. 

At the opening of the hearing Tues- 
day Mra. Cabanne arose from the wit- 
ness chair and brought her 65-year-old 
son into the bar enclosure. Manger 
then brought in his 4-year-old daugh- 
ter. 

The children remained in the en- 
closure, in view of the jury, for about 
10 minutes and then were taken 
back to the spectators’ section of the 
courtroom. 

Warront Asked at Night. 

More testified that Cabanne, 
Dreyer, Price and Bingle went to his 
home at night and asked him to issue 
a warrant for Mrs. Manger’s arrest. 
He said Cabanne told him he had had 
a great deal of trouble as a result of 
Mrs. Manger annoying his children. 

The Magistrate testified that some 
one said something about Mrs. Man- 
ger threatening to shoot a child. He 
could not remember whose child was 
mentioned in. this connection. ‘He 
questioned the four men closely, he 
said, and warned them that the ar- 
rest of Mrs. Manger might lead to 
serious trouble. 

The four men, especially Cabanne, he 
said, seemed anxious that he issue the 
warrant at once, but he refused to do 
so, saying he would issue it at his of- 
fice the following day. Then Cabanne 
asked when the warrant would be 
served and expressed a desire to be 
present when Mrs. Manger was ar- 
rested. 

Mrs. Manger at Ménday afternoon’s 
session told of waking dreams and sleep- 
less nights she parsed through in conse- 
quence of her arrest. 

The suit is the outcome of difficulties 
between Mrs. Manger’s children and 
the Cabanne children, Olive, * years 
old, and Goode, 5. Mrs. Manger, who i. 
the wife of F. H. Manger, manager of 
the Terminal Hotel and Union Station 
dining room and restaurant, was ar- 
rested by Constable Metz May 17, 1912, 
on complaint of the Cabannes, and was 
taken before Justice of the Peace W. 
D. Moore. According to her petition in 
the damage suit, Mrs. Manger wag 
charged by the Cabannes and other de- 
fendants with having threatened the 
life of the Cabanne children by saying 
she would “slap, maim and do bodily 
harm to them.” 


Mrs. Cabanne Acquitted. 
A warrant, it is averred, was obtain“ 


upon such accusation. After several ap. 
pearances for trial the case against Mrs. 
Manger was dropped. About the same 
time she obtained a warrant against 
Mre. Lilian Cabanne on the charge that 
she had threatened one of the Manger 
children in March preceding. Mrs. Cab- 
anne was tried before a Justice of th- 
Feace and acquitted.

One of Richest Men. 

Henry’ M.° Flagler, “King of Florida,”’ 
was one of the richest men in the world. 
Florida was his fad, and it is estimated 
that he spent $100,000,000 in the construc- 
tion of the Floride East Coast railroad 
and the famous “Oversea Railroad’ 
and the sumptuous hotels which have 
made Florida one of the garden spots 
of the world. 

But it was not only to develop a 
pleasure resort that Flagler poured his 
wealth into Florida. When the exten- 
sion of his railroad between Land’s End 
and Homestead, over nineteen miles of 
mangrove swamp and coral reef, begun 
in 190, was completed in 1912; he said, 
“The measure of the magnitude and im- 
portance of this undertaking the public 
will decide. I hope it. will furnish an 
important final link in the commerce 
of.the United States, Cuba, Central and 
South America.” The “over sea” road 
was regarded as one of the most dar- 
ing feats’ of engineering ever under- 
taken. 

Mr. Fliagler later erected the Ponce de 
Leon and Alcazar Hotels at a cost of 
$3,000,000. 

His greatest achievement was the ex- 
tension of his railroad from Miami to 
Key West. For many years his plan 
was ridiculed as impracticable and was 
called “Flagler's folly." The opening of! 
this “‘oversea’’ line is regarded as One 
of the engineering triumphs of the age. 

Mr. Flagler formerly was vice-presi-

“Not as a competitor and not as ap 
artist, but as a citizen,” he said, “I 
should have objected to the placing in 
any public park of the Wandschneider 
design, which the committee Selected.

One objection made to Zolnay’s plan 
by the committee was that the rélief 
figures in stone Were introduced, beside 
the bronze figures at the base and the 
summit.

$12,500 contingent fund, provision

‘SUTTO DISSOLVE. 
- SHOE MACHINERY 
COMPANY BECINS 


11 Corporations and °22. Indi- 
viduals Charged With Com- 
bining to Restrain Trade. 


BOSTON, May 20.—The_ trial . of 
the Government suit to dissolve the 
I'nited Shoe Machinery Co. began in 
the United States District Court ihere 
today. 

Ikleven ccrporations and 23 indi- 
viduals are charged with entering 
into combinations in _ restraint of 
trade. 

‘Phe company’s machinery is leased 
to manufacturers and not sold out- 
right. Although there is said to be 
nothing in thé terms of the leases 
requiring shoe manufacturers to use 
only the United Shoe Co.’s machines, 
the Government has contended that 
the effect of the leases is such as 
to bring this about. 

One of Fowler’s assistant counsel out- 
lined the Government’s case. The Unit- 
‘ ed Shoe Machinery Co. of New Jersey, 
the parent company, was organized, he 
said, in 1899, with a capital of $25,000,000. 
It represented a consolidation of four 
companies, giving practical control of 
the shoe machinery business of the 


country. After the consolidation the 
sale of shoe machinery was discontinued 
and .the business was conducted on 
leases. 

The Government contends that certain 
clauses of these leases, called “tying” 
clauses, compel boot and shoe manufac- 
turers to lease machines of the United 
Shoe Macinery Co. exclusively. 


Leased for 17 Years. 
The ‘“‘tying’’ clauses, among other 


things, also require the manufacturers 
to run the leased machinery to its full 
capacity for not less than 17 years, and 
at the expiration of that time to return 
the machines to the company. The 
users pay royalties at so many cents 
per pair of shoes turned out on the ma- 
chines. 

The Government contends that the 
United Shoe Machinery Co. has sought 
out other shoe machinery companies to 
destroy them or drive them out of busi- 
ness. The Government expects to prove 
that competitors on refusal to sell were 
threatened and that the leases were to 
intimidate manufacturers and to com- 
pel them to deal -exclusively with the 
United Shoe Machinery Co. 

The acts of the company, the Govern- 
ment lawyer added, were carried. out 
with a view to a monopoly, and in con- 
sequence the company had acquired 98 
per cent of the shoe machinery business 
which relates to the fastening of shoe 
soles to uppers. 

He then reviewed the acguisition by 
the company of 55 competitors. In con- 
cluding, he urged that the alleged trust 
be dissolved. 

Judge Putnam asked the lawyer what 
was to become of the assets if the Court 
ordered the United Shoe Machinery Co. 
and the holding company dissolved. He 
added that it was desirable to look 
ahead in this case.

GASES IN WEEK 


Barker Will Answer Fire Com- 
panies’ Demurrer That Law 
Is Not Violated. 


JEFFERSON CITY, May 20.—At- 
torney-General Barker will file @ 
brief one week from today, making 
reply to the briefs of the insurance 
companies in support of their demur- 
rer to the information recently filed 
by the State, charging that they 
were. in unlawful combination for the 
fixing of rates. 

Among the points cited in the 
briefs of the insurance  companie3 
and relied .upon by them for a dis- 
missal of the proceedings, are these: 

The fire insurance companies can- 
not be enjoined in the manner at- 
tempted anc they have not violated 
any law. 

There was no anti-trust law ap- 
plicable to fire insurance companies 
in existence at the time the suits 
were filed. 

The proceedings filed by the At- 
torney-General is an injunction suit 
in the guise of a quo warranto pro- 
ceeding. 

Under the suits, it is proposed to 
change the terms under which fire 
insurance companies are authorized 
to do business in Missouri. 

The Attorney-General’s pleadings 
constitute an action for quo warranto 
and fine and not for fine and ouster, 
which cannot be entertained under 
the law. 

The suit is simply for injunction 
relief.

WHY INSURANCE| 
MEN CAN’T STAY 


Judson and Lehmann Outline 
Companies’ Position in Let- 
ter to Paul Jones. 


The law firms of F. N. Judson and 
Frederick W. Lehmann, who were re- 
tained by the fire insurance companies 
to contest the suits in the Missouri Su- 


j Preme Court, have sent the following 


letter to Paul Jones, chairman of the 
Business Men's Committee, outlining the 
stand of the insurance concerns: 

“‘May 17, 191% Mr. Paul Jones, Chair- 
man of the Business Men’s Committee, 
St. Louis, Mo. 

“Dear Sir—Your letter of the 10th, 
addressed to certain fire insurance com- 
panies and inclosing copies of letters to 
you from Hon. John T. Barker, Attor- 
ney-General of Missouri; Hon. Elliot W. 
Major, Governor of Missouri, and 
Charles G. Revelle, Superintendent of 
the Insurance Department, has been re- 
ferred to us by a number of the com- 
panies, with request that we make an- 
swer in their behalf. 

‘We are directed to say that they 
appreciate the gravity of the situation 
and the disinterested public _ spirit 
which actuates your committee and 
the disinterested gentleman who has 
represented you in this matter. They 
in no. wise question the good faith of 
the officials of the State, and they re- 
gret the more, therefore, that they can- 
not view the matter as the officials and 
yourselves view it and cannot agree 
that they can do business in Missouri 
with ‘absolute safety under the law.’ 

“Under the re-enacted anti-trust act, 
section 10, 318-A, it is enacted as fol- 
lows: 

_In any proceeding against or prose- 
cution of any insurance company 
under the provisions of this article, 
it shall be prima facie evidence that 
such company is a member of a 
pool, trust, agreement, confederation 
or understanding to control, effect 
or fix the price or premium to be 
paid for insuring property against 
loss or damage by fire, lightning 
or storm, if it be shown that such 
company or any agent or repfesent- 
ative thereof, in writing insurance 
has used any insurance rate, or 
made use of or consulted any rate 
book, paper or card containing any 
insurance rate, prepared, published, 
kept ‘or furnished by any person, 
association of persons or bureau é¢m- 
ployed by, representing or acting on 
behalf of any’ other insurance com- 
pany or association in and about the 
making and publishing of insurance 
rate for use'in any portion of this 
State. 

‘‘As this statute was enacted without 
the emergency Cfause, it will take ef- 
fect, as we understand, about June 20. 
While the declared purpose of the ad- 
ministrative officials of the State con- 
struing statutes may be of practical 
effect for a time, it is clear that such 
officials have no dispensing power; 
and while such laws exist, making the 
use of a rate book prima facie evi- 
dence of crime, we cannot see what 
you mean by an ‘absolute guarantee 
of safety’ in transacting a business 
where the consultation of a rate book 
is a practical daily necessity. 

‘Neither can we understand the sug- 
gestion that this rule established by the 
statute in no wise differs from the 
law declared by the Supreme Court in 
the Fireman’s Fund case, 152 Mo. We 
can only say that we think there is 
a very grave difference between the 
remarks of &@ Judge in an opinion ar- 
guendo in discussing the effect of facts 
proven in a particular case and a stat- 
ute enacting a prima facie rule for all 
prosecutions, which is subject to no 
dispensing power. 

“As the companies which we rep- 
resent are advised as to the force and 
effect of the laws of Missouri, they 
cannot safely continue the writing of 
fire insurance in Missouri.

Gebhardt says he does nothing but fret 
and criticise Col. Roosevelt, that fear- 
less exponent of. large families. is 

Six of the Gebhardt children have 
died, five of them in infancy and one 
at the age of 7. The eight living ones, 
with the exception of the eldest boy, 
enjoy perfect health. Albert, the excep- 
tion, was left deaf and dumb after an 
attack of the mumps when “he was a 
year old. He is now 38 and earns fairly 
good wages as a shoe cutter. 

¢ Worried About Big Family.. 


In being examined for jury service, 


Gebhardt was asked if he had any fam- 
ily, and he replied: “Slightly; nine girls 
and five boys.’’ Mrs. Gebhardt laughed 
when told of her husband's response. 
“The poor man has worried himself 
almost to death about his big family,”’’ 
she said. “I hope that as a juror he 
will learn there are others who have 
worse troubles than himself.” 

Mrs. Gebhardt was busy sprinkling a 
big day’s wash preparatory to a day’s 
ironing when a Post-Dispatch reporter 
called at her home Monday afternoon. 

“Yes, I’ve had 14 children,”’ she said, 
with a smile. “My. husband and I have 
spent fortunes for doctors and medi- 
cine, but I am .thankful that we are 
all enjoying good health now. We could 
have purchased three houses with the 
money we have spent on account of 
sickness. We were figuring it up just 
the other day. 

“We have great appetites, but the 
high cost of living does not worry me. 
I was in a. hospital once with a broken 
leg, and there I learned that it is use- 
less to worry about anything. My hus- 
band does all the worrying. I make 
him walk around the block occasibnally, 
hoping that he will take his mind away 
from his troubles. He is a fine shoe- 
maker, and used to make lots of money 
selling shoes, but as fast as the monéy 
came in it was eaten up by sickness 
and he was unable to replenish his 
stock so as to keep up with the cown- 
town stores. 

“We have given our children sical 
educations. Eugene, 26 years old, is 
a drug clerk; Carl, 23, is a machinist, 
but he and Eugene are married. Al- 
bert is the only son living at home. 
Geneva, 21, is taking painting lessons; 
Christina, 20, is taking piano lessons; 
Veronica, 18, took a@ course in dress- 
making and is employed as a seam- 
stress; Rose, 16, is studying stenog- 
raphy, and Tillie, ll, is attending gram- 
mar school., My husband and I still 
hope that in our old age our daughters 
will ,provide for us, but they might 
marry, you know. 

Daughter Sunshine of House. 

“I do most of my own housework, al- 
though the girls help me along now 
and then. Sixteen years ago my hus- 
band bought the shoe store over which 
we live,,and it is not paid for yet—all 
on account of sickness. But I am hap- 
py, just the same. I never spent any 
money on myself, and my husband has 
often told me that the only thing that 
keeps his spirits up when they are up is 
the knowledge that I never allowed any 
money to slip away foolishly. I never 
went to a show until the moving pic- 
tures became popular, and since then 
I have attended them only a few times.

Thaddeus Chwalibog, for 15 years con- 
fidential banker and steamship agent for 
Poles in East St. Louis, has returned to 
Poland. He did not take his clients into 
his confidence before departing on the 
trip. There are about sixty of these 
clients who had $17,000 on deposit witn 
Chwalibog, according to John Beymour. 
attorney for two of them. 

Chwalibog left quietly for Poland two 
weeks ago, according to h‘!s wife. The 
Foles who had trusted him got thei~ 
first intimation of his departure Monday 
afternoon when neighbors noticed that 
Mrs. Chwalibog wa. packing up and 
getting ready as if to take a train. Then 
the neighbors remembered that they had 
not seen Chwalibog around the house 
for some time. 

Woman Flees From Crowd. 

A crowd of Poles gathered in the 
street in front of the home of Mrs. 
Chwalivog about 7 o’clock Monday 
evening and started to advance on the 
house. When Mrs. Chwalibog saw the 
demonstration she appeared in the door- 
way witlr a revolver and threatened i» 
shoot the first person who attemptel 
to enter the yard. 

After kolding the crowd at bay for 
awhile Mrs. Chwalibog closed the fron: 
door quickly and ran out the rear way 
The crowd followed and had nearly 
overtaken her five blocks away when 
she espied Constable Edwards and Po- 
liceman Grogan at the Baltimore «& 
Ohio Railroad and St. Clair avenue and 
ran irito their arms. The officers, after 
some difficulty, dispersed the mob. 

Wife Is Arrested. 

Andrew Gusorki, who says Chwalibos 
had $206 of his money, and Antoniar 
Rzeszuttik, who says his deposits with 
Chwalibog totaled $105, asked Patrolman 
Grogan to detain Mrs. Chwalibog at her 
home until they could visit an attorney 
They returned with Constable Edwards 
and & warrant issued by Justice Chand- 
ler and Mrs. Chwalibog was put under 
arrest. 

Mrs. Chwalibog said her husband had 
started back for Poland two weeks ago 
and that she was intending to join him. 
She said he took with him only about 
$2100 and that he did not have anything 
like $17,000 cash. 

Woman Will Make Restitution. 

Part of Chwalibog’s system of business 
Was to accept deposits for steamship 
tickets: to be delivered by him when 
they had been fully paid for. Part of 
the cash that Chwalibog took with him, 
he had gained this way, his wife said. 

Chwalibog and his wife owned 10 lots 
and three houses in St. Louis. The wom- 
an said she would sign away her rights 
in this property for the benefit of the 
creditors and Attorney Seymour said 
that when she had dohe that she would 
probably be released. He said he thought 
the lots and the houses would cover 
Chwalidog’s indebtedness to the clients 
that he left behind.

Relatives Told of Another Docu- 
ment, and Charged Undue 
Influence. 


The éuit contesting the $400,000 will! .of 
Charles D. Boynton has been settled 


out of court. 

Elmer E. Boynton and Mrs. Mary 
Townsend of Sycamore, Ill, brother and 
sister of Boynton, accepted a settlement 
Monday afternoon and by agreement of 
counsel their suit was withdrawn ina 
Judge Hitchcock’s court with the stip- 
ulation that the will be considered to be 
proved valid. 

While the attorneys connected with 
the case would give out no official state- 
ment as to the terms of the settlement, 
lit was said at the courthouse that the 
plaintiffs agreed to accept $10,000 each 
and relinquish all further claims to 
Boynton’s property. 

Elmer Boynton and Mrs. Boynton 
asked for one-half of the estate. In the 
will Charles Boynton left all of his 
property to his wife, Cora. 

Attorney E. W. Schnepp represented 
the plaintiffs in the settlement negotia- 
tions and O’Neil Ryan and Frank H. 
Sullivan were counsel for Mrs. Boyn- 
ton. 

The attorneys would not make known 
the amount accepted by the brother and 
sister in settlement of their claim. 

Boynton’s will, executed Sept. 12 last, 
five days before his death, is one of the 
shortest documents on file in the Pro- 
bate Court. It is as follows: 

“TI, Charles D. Boynton, declare this 
to be my last will and testament. In 


property, either real or personal, not 
heretofore disposed of I give and be- 
queath to Cora ii. Boynton.” 

It was witnessed by Dr. L. P. Butler 
and Miss Loretta Sumrow, 4 nurse. 

Tell of Another Will, 

His brother and sister said this will 
was in a woman's handwriting and de- 
clared that Boynton made another will, 
in which he placed his property in trust 
for his wife’s benefit, and provided that 
after her death it was to go to them. 

They also declared that, in the other 
will Boynton created a trust fund of 
$10,000 for the benefit of. two persons 
whose names were placed in a sealed 
envelope. 

Walter Smith Davis of Kennett, secre- 
tary and confidential clerk for Boyn- 
ton, stated in 2. deposition that Boyn- 
ton made him custodian of this first will. 

It was the contention of the plaintiffs 
that their brother was in a stupo-: from 
drugs administered to him when sick at 
the time he mdade his will and that he 
did not realize what he was doing. They 
alleged that Mrs. Boynton used undue 
influence and that the will was the re- 
sult of duress and fraud. 

Boynton did not appoint an executor, 
but his wife qualified as such. The filing 
of the contest, however, automatically 
revoked her authority and Probate 
Judge Holtcamp selected Attorney Fred 
A. Gissler of the Mississippi Valley 
Trust Co. to act in her place. He was 
required to furnish an administrator's 
bond of $500,000, 

Boyntor. was president of the Boyn- 
ton Land and Lumber Co., which owns 
a large saw mill in Arkansas. This 
compant, which he controlled, owns 35,- 
000 acres of land in Dunklin County, 
Mo., and in Arkansas, of which his 
estate holds a two-thirds interest. He 
also left a two-thirds interest in 1200 
acres Of farm land in'Iowa and besided4, 
he owned 300 additional acres of lowa 
farm property. Boynton, Ark., where 
his saw mill is, was named for him.

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Grocers Blame 
the High Cost of Living 


Too Many Luxuries Now Demanded’

Grocers gathered in St. Louis from all 
parts of the United States for the con- 
vention ofthe National Association of 
Retail Grocers at the Planters Hotel 
have some novel ideas on the cause of 
the high cost of living. 

Some cf them say the manufacturer 
is the cause of it all, that he gets every 
cent of the profit. Others say the profit 
goes to the farmer and the farmer is 
the cause of it all. Th® rest hold that 
the high cust of living comes from the 
whims oi the consumer and that it ts 


‘}the consumer who is robbing the farm- 


er, the manufacturer of edibles and the 
On one point only: is there 
unanimity of opinion—the grocer is in 
no wise responsible for the high cost 
of living. 

The greater number of grocers, per- 
haps, blame the consumer. They say 
that now he—the consumer—and his 
whole family must have grape fruit or 
an orange preface bacon and eggs for 
breakfast, whereas he used to be satis- 
fied with a bowl of mush .alone. 

Consumer’s Wife Blamed. 

Some of the grocers also blame the 
They say she used ww 
go to the store, keep her eye open for 
bargains and act as her own delivery 
wagon. Now she just telephones, “Send 
me five pounds of the best.” And the 
grocer has to maintain a corps of run- 
ners between her house and the store, 
taking ner orders and carrying her halt 
cakes of yeast. These changed market 
conditions, some grocers assert, have 
much to do with the high cost of living. 
Others deny there is any such thing .as 
the high cost of living. They say it ‘s 
all a hallucination. 

Here are views on the subject which 
18 grocers gave to a Post-Dispatch ‘re- 
porter: 

A. L. Smith of Grang Rapids, pres- 


4dent of the Michigan State Association 


of Grocers: There is no such thing in 
the edible line as ‘the high cost of 
living.’ Products which the grocer han- 
dles have not increased in price 10 per 
cent in 10 years. Tomatoes, which now 
sell for 12 and 15 cents a can, 10 years 
ago sold for 10 and 12 cents a can. No 
one can say that is much of an in- 
crease in price. I believe the changed 
marketing system has helped the con- 
sumer save money. They would. buy 
more if they visited the stores instead 
of ordering by telephone. If they went 
to the store they would see fine let- 
tuce, pineapples and strawberries that 
they could not resist the temptation to 
buy. 

J. T. Perctwal, secretary of the 
Michigan grocers: The high cost of 
living is due to the newly developed 
appetite of the consumef for ‘shipped 
in’ stuff. He can’t wait for .strawber- 
ries from the home fields now, but 
must have them shipped to him from 
the South. The consumer is getting to 
be too much of a spender. He -has to 
have too much amusement and _ too 
many luxuries. I think the changed 
marketing conditions benefit the con- 
sumer. 

George Hessler of Cincinnati: The 
high. cost of living is directly due to 
the manufacturer. He takes huge prof- 
its. Cut the manufacturer’s dividends 
and you will reduce the cost of living.” 

John Farr of Ogden: Part of the 
high cost of living is dye to the man- 
ufacturer and the other part is due 
to extravagance of the consumer. The 
present system of marketing is better

Charlies Thorpe of New York: We 
live differently than we did when 
prices were lower. Now we can have 
all the things we used to think were 
luxuries, and, of course, we have to 
pay for them. 

A. C. Barker of Boston: With the 
help of one clerk I used to be able to 
serve as many customers as it now 
requires six men to serve. The cost 
of this service has got to be added to 
the real cost of the provisions. Even 
then you cannot say that the cost of 
living, in so far as what you get 
from the grocer goes, has increased 
much. Groceries are 2 per cent 
cheaper’ today than they were 23 
years ago. From 1890 to 1900 there 
was a shrinkage to 20 per cent in the 
cost of edibles. From 1900 until now 
there has been an increase of 18 per 
cent in the cost.

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The effort of the local bar association in co- 
operation with the circuit judges *o facilitate the 
procedure of the local courts is gratifying and 
gives promise of prompt reform. 

The first step is simple. Instead of regarding 
each. division of the courtroom as a unit it regards 
the. whole: bench .s’a unit. arf the divisions as} 
branches of the judicial organization, ~The object : 
is to obtain harmonious and efficient co-opera- 
tion between all the divisions for the prompt trial 
of cases. Instead of one division being choked 
with untried cases while another is idle, which 
frequently results from the haphazard distribvtion 
of cases by the clerk, each division will be supplied 
with cases in accord with the needs of the docket. 
The bench will be occupied and directed in its 
work by a presiding judge, who will hear pre- 
liminary motions and assign caser for trial to 
the division. 

This much reform, which will make for the 
elimination of unnecestary delays, can be ac- 
complished by the judges themselves with the 
assistance and support of the bar. ~ The judicial 


system should be reorganized by bringing all/. 


cases under one jurisdiction aid eimplifying 
processes. This complete reform will need the 
aid of the state legislature, but the judges them- 
selves can begin the work and lead the way. 

The need of reform 1s great. It is not neces- 
sary to repeat examples of prolonge? delays, com- 
plicated processes and hampering technicalities. 
which often make trials costly travesties of jus- 
tice. We have a local gxample of those delaying 
processes in the Federal courts. The Terminal 
anti-trust suit has been over seven years in court. 
The Supreme Court’s decision was handed 
down over_a year ago. The decree has not yet 
been formulated by the circuit judges Of the for- 
mer Court of Appeals to whom the decision was 
sent for that purpose. When the. decree is handed 
down it may have to go back to the Supreme Court 
for correction. 

The only place where all the rules of directness, 
promptness and efficiency which govern Amerti- 
can conduct of business are violated is the 
courts. No wonder the pecple are distrustful and 
resentful of their methods. The courts themselves 
can do much to agasy cag popular distrust and 


disgust. 
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But what would the Army and Navy Journal 
think of Secretary Bryan’s peace plans if it were 
voicing a “national, rather than a professional, 
trade paper view? 
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POINT ON SUBWAY BUILDING. 

Frank Putnam, of Houston, Texas, specialist 
on city charters, makes in a Post-Dispatch inter- 
view several suggestions worthy of the Free- 
holders’ attention. One of them is that the cost 
of the subways which St. Louisans hope to have 
under construction in the next five years should 
be paid for on the district assessment plan. He 
says: 

The experience of New York shows the vast 
increase in property values all along the line 


of a subway and the injustice of charging all 
the cost against the whole community. 


The point is of even more importance fn a 
city of St. Louis’ physical contour than in New 
York. The local property which is first to receive 
the benefits of rapid transit is certain. to have 
such an increase in desirability and price that it 
would be equitable to provide that {t should bear 
the chief cost of the subway or subways by which 
it is served, The plan would obviate that obstruo- 
tion to the pioneer subways likely to be mani- 
fested by sections of the city which cannot in 
reason hope themselves for rapid transit until 
after the lapse of years. 

However, much property that would be encr- 
mously benefited by a subway rystem now lies 
outside the city limits. Shoul* not subway build- 
ing be preceded by n comprehen ible scheme for 
the annexation of much outlying territory? The 
same. methods should be applied to parks and 


parkways.

Another Sanitarium Complaint. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

As an adjunct to the article in the Post-Dis- 
patch of May 16 by “An Attendant” from the city 
sanitarium, let me say a word or two relative to 
the injustices of its administration. 

During the past three months there have been 
between 75 and 100 changes in the attendants. 
Perhaps 10 per cent of these have been discharged 


for violations of rules and the balance have quit, 


without notice, from dissatisfaction. The pay we 
get is less than that earned by a street sweeper 
or garbage hauler, and the delay in the appropria- 
tion this month will be the cause of 15 or 20 more 
attendants leaving June 1. 

' We are called at 6:30 in the morning and are on 
duty cleaning up the filth from 40 to 60 patients 
until 8 p. m., almost 15 hours a day, and we must 
“be in” at 10:30 p. m., giving us about two hours 
for recreation each day, except Thursday nights, 
when we have to attend the ball in the pavilion 
and watch a lot of dectors, supervisors and fa- 
vored attendants “shake a leg.” These balls are 
supposed to be for the patients’ amusement, but 
anyone curious enough to come and look on will 
see the doctors and male attendants doing the 
“Tango” and “Grizzly” with female attendants of 
their choice, and the poor patients sitting in the 
background grinning their disapproval, while the 
city pays the fiddler. 

The stuff we get to eat is enough to nauseate 
a dog. Any Dago railroad camp puts up a meal 
better cooked than we get. Instead of having our 
meals served in a dining room, where we could 
enjoy a little diversion|from the constant howling 
of the patients, they are sent to us in our halls, 
in tin cans, cold and almost unfit to eat. 

Instead of according the attendants decént 
treatment and givnig us something properly pre- 
pared to eat, and keeping and training us in our 
work, new men are daily being put to werk to fill 
vacancies, who know absolutely nothing about the 
work. The patients suffer on account of these 
changes, because the new men do not know the 
art of handling them, without abuse, and they 
usually resort to their fists for protection. 

I ask any of our city officials to verify these 
conditions by investigations and see if they do 
not find a great deal of improvement necessary 
to gain the efficiency required to accord both at- 
tendant and patient humane treatment.

LEGES, 
From the Athens (Greece) Presa. 

Greece is entering now upon a new 
phase. Her horizons broaden, capita] 
commences to flow to her; foreign lan- 
guages begin to play an important part 
in the development of the national eco- 
nomics. Numerous branches of our 
financial establishments are appearing 
on all sides. An army of bank em- 
ployes will be needed, and the question 
cannot be avoided as to whether they 
will be up to the level of their task. 
We believe that there is a great d-- 
ficiency to be met, and that the neces- 
sity is upon us to give to these em- 
rloyes a higher grade of instruction. 

For this instruction Greece possesscs 
but one inadequate conimerctal school 
lier bank clerks can pursue there no 
serious studies corresponding to ths 
new needs of the country, They are ig- 
norant, among other things, of the 
practical methods of banking, for which 
they had no immediate use, the bankers 
themselves having taken no pains to 
instruct their assistants. A few years 
ago some bank employes tried to or.

BOXINC ARMOR PREVENTS INJURY 


Device which opens the

of defective eyesight— 
all the exitement and 
benefit without black 
eyes and cut lips. 

R. GUY OTIS BREWSTER of 
Dover, N. J., has invented an 
armor for boxers which en- 
ables boys whose sight is 

defective and girls to box with safe- 
ty. The frame of the protector con- 
sists of steel spring wire a little 
smaller than that used in baseball 
masks and about the same size. 

The shock is absorbed by soft felt 
pads encircling two-thirds, of the 
head and offsetting the head portion 
about two inches from the face. The 
lower portion rests on the chest and 
a similar felt pad offsets and absorbs 
shock there. The body part is hinged 
to the head part and the lower por- 
tion rests on the chest and abdomen, 
being offset by felt pads. 

The fastenings have a lock snap 
which prevents slipping or'‘any pos- 
sible loosening, as the apparatus must 
withstand every shock and effort to 
loosen it by blows which reach it 
with full force from every conceiv- 
able angle. 

A special chin strap had to be de- 


1 vised to hold the face in the center 


ofethe head portion and at the same 
time give the boxer control of him- 
self in ducking and twisting aside. 

The protector when adjusted sets 
as closely and firmly to the body as 
though it were part of the wearer. 

And for the first time the individ- 
ual with poor eyesight,who has been 
debarred on that account from major 
fames can get into one of the first 
rank games possible to mankind. For, 
of course, the wearing of glasses be- 
hind such a protector is perfectly 
safe,

HEN a young man goes in for 
pessimism he makes a deep 
dive of it. He energizes at 


pessimism as a bird dog at 
retrieving, and -he out-Timons Timon.

Sires that it be thoroughly understood 
that he is “disillusionized.”. He wants 
it distinctly to be known that, for him, 
life has turned to ashes. . He enjoys 
the pose. 

Very often he gets away with it, es- 
pecially in the view of the impressiona- 
ble and inexperienced young women of 
his circle.

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KIRBY ASSAILS 


Declares Men Have Violated 
Oaths for Cheap Price Offered 
by “Dynamiters,’’ 


By Associated Press, 
DETROIT, Mich, May #.—Charging 


that organized labor has failed to clear 
itself of the “‘stains which violence and 


lawlessness has cast upon it,” John 
Kirby Jr. of Dayton, O., president of 
the National Association of Manufac- 
turers, in his annual report today, 
dwelt at length on present industrial 
and legislative tendencies and their ef- 
fects upon manufacturers and employ- 
ers. He referred in detail to the treat- 
ment of great corporations and the rall- 
roads, and the attitude of manufactur- 
ers toward the tariff. He said in part: 

“Conspicuous in the momentous 
events of recent years that have tran- 
spired in the field of American indus- 
try is the tragedy of Los Angeles and 
the drama of Indianapolis. As a re- 
ward to the principal accomplices in 
this conspiracy they have, one atter 
another, through the power of the in- 
vincible ‘inner circle’ of the American 
Federation of Labor, been re-elected to 
their respective offices. Point to me ove 
single labor leader or delegate who has 
arisen and indignantly demanded that 
such type of leadership be forever 
barred from the administration of union 
affairs. 

“Labor Trust Competition.” 

“During recent years we have wit- 
nessed the prosecution of many busi- 
ness men under the Sherman  anti- 
trust law‘for seeking in some way to 
protect their business against ruthless 
competition and dominant methods ot 
the labor trust. If they have violated 
the law, we have no complaint to offer 
for the penalties which they may he 
called upon to pay, but we do protest 
against the free and unmolested man- 
ner in which the labor trust defiantly 
continues to violate the same law. 

“We are justified in our condemnation 
of Representatives and Senators in Con- 
gress who, in the name of political ex- 
pediency, stoop so low in the scale of 
public duty as to vote for such legisla- 
tion as the Clayton anti-injunction and 
contempr bills passed in the lower 
house of the Sixty-second Congress and 
which only escaped passage in the Sen- 
ate by a hair’s breadth. 

“There are men now acting in the 
capacity of representatives of the peo- 
ple, who, under the cowardly pretense 
of political expediency, have been will- 
ing to violate their oath of office for a 
cheap price offered by the leaders of 
an organized gang of dynamiters, who, 
with their entire affiliated membership, 
represent iess than two per cent of the 
population of the country. 

“And should not we gaze -with horri- 
fied amazement upon the spectacle pre- 
sented to us in the closing days of the 
last Congress, when both the House and 
Senate passed the sundry civil appro- 
priation bill containing provision that no 
funds appropriated for the use of the 
Department of Justice in prosecuting 
violators of the Sherman act should be 
used for the purpose of prosecuting 
these defiant combinations—a bill which 
William Howard ‘Taft promptly vetoed. 
The same Dill is pending again, having 
been promptly passed by the House in 
the special session. 

“And this is the way the party in 
power starts out to make good its 
boasted slogan of ‘equal rights for all, 


privileges to none.’ ”

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INVESTIGATION OF 
ARMOR PLATE COSI 


Ashurst of Arizona Wants Thor- 
ough Inquiry Into Contracts 
for 25 Years Back. 


@y~ Wire From the Washington SBu- 
reau of the Post-Di«patch. 


WASHINGTON, May 2%.—Secretary 
Daniels’ investigution of the armor plate 
contracts for the last 20 years will be 
cver today or Wednesday. The Post- 
Dispatch said in & Washington dispatch 
Sunday morning that Daniels is slmost 
ready to recominend the Government 
ownership of armor plate factories. It 
is believed at the Navy Department that 
the secretary, when he returns from 
North Carolina, wil! give out a vigurous 
statement about the profits that steel 
manufacturers have made out of the 
Government since the old battleship Ore- 
gon was built. 

Senator Henry F. Ashurst of Arizona 
will ask for an appropriation of $100,000 
for a thorough investigation of the 
armor plate contracts for 25 years back. 
To ‘the’ Post-Dispatch correspondent 
Ashurst said: 

“I believe that this Government has 
paid to the Armor Plate Trust, compose.! 
cf the Carnegie, Bethlehem and . Mid- 
vale companies, not less than $45,900,000 
in profits for the armor plate that went 
into the 30 odd armored cruisers of the 
United States Navy. The first battle- 
ships have yielded to the steel interests 
more than $1,000,000 each. | 

“If good armor plate costs the manu- 
facturer $254 a ton to turn it out, we 
are paying for tw. ships what three 
should cost. [f am talking from the 
standpoint of a iarze-navy man. I do 
not Want a small navy, but I think the 
Government should not have to pay for 
armor plate at such a rate as that. 

“We are paying too much for steel 
plate, and after we get it we do not 
know what it is. I have been informed 


that armor plate can be made for $54 a. 


ton. I doubt if that sort of plate is of 
much value for battleships, but it fs said 
that for $187 a ton good armor sheet is 
turned out. I allow the Armor Trust $254 
a ton, and then figure that we are going 
to give the Carnegie, the Bethichem 
and the Midvate companies a clear profit 
of $1,600,000 on the dreadnaught Penn- 
sylvania. 

“The bids made for the armor plate 
for the Pennsylvania were $34 higher per 
ton than the last contract with the 
same manufacturers called for. The 
contract was made by a discredited ad. 
ministration just as/it\was going out. 
After we get the armor plate no man 
can say whether it is good or bad. It 
may cost the manufactures $4, or $178, 
or $254 to make it. A single shot may 
sink one of the first-class vessels 

Inferior Carnegie Plate. 

“I want to protest and investigate. 
The Carnegie company, the predecessor 
at that time of the present one, was 
called to answer for putting off inferior 
armor plate on the Government sixteen 
or seventeen years ago. It was found 
that the Navy Department had been de. 
frauded out of about $500,000 on a con- 
tract. The Caregie company compro- 
mised by paying over -$160,000. Who 
knows but that we are being cheated 
now in the quality of the material wo 
buy for our battleships? 

“I do not want to have a half-handei 
investigation. We should go to the very 
bottom of this business now. Let us see 
what the trust has made out of the 
Government and let us test the stuff we 
Lave been buying. It would be too late 
to make a test after one of our battle- 
ships was punctured -through and 
through with a shell.” 

Senator Ashurst has prepared resolu- 
tions reciting the foregoing statements 
and asking Secretary Daniels to report. 
The resolutions call attention to allege/i 
collusion between the three armor plate 
companies imtheir, bids. 

Secretary Daniels #will have the in- 
formation ready to turn over to the 
Senate by the time the resolution passes. 
He will not even wait for the Senate to 
act, but expects to give out the results 
of his own investigation within a day 
or two. 


BRYAN ANTI-WAR 
TALK DISCUSSED 


Denunciation of Those Who Try 
to Create War for Profit Is 
Held Timely. 


WASHINGTON, May .—Secretary of 
State Bryan‘s vigorous denunciation of 
“subsidized patriotism Which seeks to 
create war because of the @rofits in 
armor plate and battleships," made in 
his Washington Peace Society meeting 
here, has aroused much comment and 
has enlivened the discussion of the prop- 
osition to build more Warships. It also 
is of unusual interest because of the 
prospective report of Secretary Daniels 
on alleged irregularities in the contracts 
for armor plate and Senator Ashurst’s 
determination to*have a Senate inquiry. 
“War is in the interest of a few peo- 
ple, not of all,” Bryan declared in his 
speech. “The profits are garnered by a 
few, while the masses pay the taxes. 
A few men gain glory, while the moth- 
ers of the nation furnish the sons who 
make food fog battlefields, War rests 
upon feeling, not upon necessity. 
“Back of much of the furor for war is 
& selfish interest in the manufacture of 
battleships. And there are men so un- 
patriotic that they try to stir up trouble 
in another country against their own so 
as to make personal profit therefrom. 
Is there any baser use for money?” 
The Secretary asserted that the world 
is drawing away from the time when 
wars will be made to gratify selfish 
interests and ambitions, “Increasing in- 
telligence,” he added, ‘is One of the
